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WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
President Truman last night de- 
clared “There isn’t any differ- 
ence” between Soviet Premier Jo- 
seph Stalin and Hitler, Mussolini, 
and other notorious despots of 
history. 

“They are all just alike ..., 
they believed in the enslavement 
of the common people,” Truman 
told a “business mobilization din- 
ner” of the Society of Business 
Magazine Editors. 

But, he added, “We are going 
to win.” 

In a conciliatory mood toward 
Senate critics of his right to send 
troops to Europe, Truman indi- 
cated he thinks the Senators’ mo- 
tives are the best. 

“No Matter What They Say.” 

“There is not a Senator,” he 
said, “who is not just as anxious 
to see the United States Govern- 
ment continue as a free govern- 
ment in the world as I am. And 
actually, no matter what they say 
for publication, when the time 
comes for action-they will be right 
there—I am just as sure of that 
as I stand here.” 

He declared that “we are faced 
with aggression, and we are faced 
with inflation” but freedom “is 
going to prevail in the world.” 

The President has often scored 
Soviet Russia as the fountain of 
Communist imperialism, but his 
comment last night was one of 
the rare occasions when he has 
criticized Premier Stalin by name. 

His denunciation of Stalin as 
a dictator recalled that in 1948 
Mr. Truman referred to the So- 
viet leader as “old Joe” and 
called him a prisoner of the Pol- 
itburo, Russia’s top political 
council. 

Truman makes a hobby of read- 
ing history, and he reached back 
to the legendary days of ancient

Once the Reds crack the 
Sobaek mountain passes leading 
to the highway center to Yongju, 
halfway between Tanyang and 
Andong, they would have a direct 
and fairly open route to the south.

OF FLU IN ENGLAND 
IN LAST 3 WEEKS 


LONDON, Jan. 20 (UP)—The 
influenza epidemic in northern 
England has killed 1450 persons 
in the last three weeks, and the 
Health Ministry warned today 
that it might spread throughout 
the country. 

The registrar-general reported 
that 890 persons died of the flu 
in the week ending Jan. 13, com- 
pared with 458 the previous week 
and 102 the week ending Dec. 30. 

The ministry designated the 
Neweastle section of northeast 
England and Liverpool in the 
northwest as “epidemic areas.” 
The disease also was prevalent in 
southern Fngland, in Ireland and 
parts of Scotland, as well as on 
the Continent.

mittees. 

Members of the commission 
are: Democrats—Former State 
Representative H. P. Lauf of Jef- 
ferson City; Dr. R. Clevenger of 
Platte City; C. S. Neiman of Ava; 
Druey Emerson of Bowling Green, 
and Bert Femmer of New Madrid. 
Republicans—Charles Dickson of 
Milan; former Senator W. W. Sun- 
derwirth of El Dorado Springs; 
former Representative John 
Schermann of Hermann; Leonard 
L. Limbaugh of Caruthersville, 
and Marion, Huffman of Hartville. 

Difficult, Says Smith. 

Smith, who was required to se- 
lect the appointees from nomina- 
tions by the party committees, 
said he had difficulty in select- 
ing the commission and had con- 
sulted many people. 

“I have done the best I can,” 
Smith said. “A lot of people are 
going to be displeased, but this is 
the best I could do with the lists 
of names that were submitted to 
me.” 

The Governor said he would 
suggest a date, still to be selected, 
for the appointees to meet here 
and organize for the highly con- 
troversial task of revising the dis- 
tricts. 

He said he would suggest that 
the commission elect two co- 
chairmen, one Democrat and one 
Republican. 

The commission, must revise 
the districts based on the 1950 
federal census. 

One Rural District to Go. 

Smith observed that the com- 
mission would have to abolish at 
least one rural district, in order 
to give St. Louis county at least 
one additional state Senator, and 
that the county, which now has 
two Senators, might be entitled 
to a total of four. 

The larger: population centers 
now have 15 senatorial districts 
and rural-areas 19. St. Louis city 
now has seven districts, St. Louis 
county two, Jackson (Kansas 
City) four, Buchanan county (St. 
Joseph) one, and Greene county 
(Springfield) one. 

The last revision of the districts 
was prior to the 1946 election and 
followed the adoption of the new 
1945 constitution. One incumbent 
Senator, was former Senator Sun- 
derwirth. 

The constitution provides that 
after the first revision, the dis- 
tricts were to be reapportioned 
after each decennial federal cen- 


sus. 
Time Limited 

The commission must complete 
the redistricting, including the re- 
vision of the numbering of the 
districts, within six months. It it 
fails to file a valid report with 
the Secretary of State within the 
six months allowed for the task, 
candidates for the 17 senatorial 
seats to be filled in the 1952 
election must be elected in the 
state at large. 

Half of 'the 34 Senators are 
elected each two years, for four 
year terms. Senators are elected 
from 17 even-numbered districts 
in non-presidential election years. 
Those from the 17-odd-numbered 
districts are elected in presiden- 
tial election years. 

Any redistricting report by the 
commission, to be valid, must be 
concurred in by seven of the 10 
members of the commission. 

Under constitutional provisions 
the commission does not actually 
lay out the boundaries of the dis- 
tricts alloted to St. Louis city, 
St. Louis county and Jack- 
county. It doen not determine the 
number of districts for these 
areas 

-In St. Louis the districts, once 
the number is determined by the 
commission, are laid out by the 
‘St. Louis Board of Election Com- 
missioners. In St. Louis county 
the districts will be laid out by 
the county council, successor to 
the old County Court, and in 
Jackson county by the County 


ourt. 

The Constitution sets up a basic 
population formula for the ap- 
portionment commission in its re- 
vision. It calls for establishing a

Lessons of Korea 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To help us avoid future catastrophes, 
it seems to me we should learn the 
following lessons from the Korean war: 

Communist aggression is unlimited, 
aiming directiy at world conquest, and 
cannot be “localized” or ge eated by 
limited ‘defense. 

A world alliance against Communism 
cannot be achieved so long as we cling 
to our racial bias against potential allies 
in Asia. Our attitude as coldly and 
clearly revealed in Korea has been that 
the sacrifice of an Oriental population 
is of far less importance than the loss 
of American lives. We would rather 
pull out of Korea and permit the 30,- 
000,000 loyal Koreans to suffer the 
fearful revenge of Communism for their 
loyalty to the West than risk pouring 
in the force needed to hold. 

This. decision is wholly understand- 
able in terms of American concern for 
our own fighting sons, but it is not 
calculated to win thé allegiance of Asia. 
Perhaps the major lesson we should 
learn is that all lives are precious, 

as well as Western, and that 
we must make our acceptance of this 
fact clear beyond question to the Asians 
whom we wish to win to democracy. 

No matter how strongly we may wish 
to disengage ourselves from conflict in 
Asia in order to be free to defend Eu- 
rope and our own hemisphere, we can- 
not in fact do so unless the Soviet 
Union is willing. We can withdraw 
from Korea, but the Communists can 
and will then pour down through 
Southeast Asia. Minimum demands for 
our own safety require us to hold some 
positions in Asia. Therefore, we would 
not. be disengaged, but still committed 
to fight on grounds chosen by Russia, 
and against the continually ‘expanding 
manpower and other resources brought 
under Soviet control. 

We can save our civilization only by 
remaining. strong, unless or until the: 
entire world is brought into a really 
functioning world organization where 
all outstanding problems will be solved 
by honest and fair negotiation.

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A New Way to Win Friends? 


Pick up almost any editorial page; tune in 
almost any radio commentator; listen to almost 
any foreign policy speech, and you are sure 
to hear that the United States needs all the 
friends it can find in Asia. 

And it’s true, too. With Russia using every 
available brush to paint the continent red, 
there cannot be much serious debate as to 
the importance of a man like India’s Nehru. 

Why, then, does the United States not do 
all in its power to uphold his authority and to 
buttress his strength? 

Nehru came to the United States in October, 
1949, seeking 1,000,000 tons of grain. He got 
dinners and parades, fetes and ovations—but 
no grain. Yet the United States had, more 
grain than it knew what to do with. Why 
was not some of it used to cement relations 
with India? : , 

A month ago, Nehru’s sister, Mme. Pandit, 
the Indian ambassador to Washington, asked 
for 2,000,000 tons Of grain to be covered by a 
long-term loan. The reason for the request 
was an acute food emergency in India brought 
on by earthquakes, floods, droughts and plagues 
of locusts. Thousands, if not millions, of In- 
dians are on the edge of starvation. 

So far, not a ton has been sent, although 
again the United States can spare the grain, and 
American organizations have backed the Indian 
request, stressing the gravity of the emergency. 

Has Washington discovered a new way to 
win friends and influence people—by letting 
them starve? 
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The Veterans’ and the Nation’s Loss 


The nation lost the services of an able man in 
a key spot when Dr. Paul Magnuson was re- 
placed as chief medical director of the Veterans 
Administration by Vice Adm. Joel T. Boone. 
According to The New York Times, Dr. Magnu- 
son apparently was ousted as the result of an 
argument with Veterans Administrator Carl R.

Arrives in Frankfurt From 
Luxembourg to Wind! 
*Up Tour of Atlantic} 
Pact Nations.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Jan. 
20 (AP)—Gen, Dwight D. -Eisen- 
hower, who once entered Ger- 
many as a conqueror, declared to- 
day “I would like to see the Ger- 
man people lined up with others | 34,~ 
in defense of the western type of | > { 
civilization.” i 

Eisenhower came here from 
Luxembourg to wind up his tour 
of Atlantic pact nations, in which 
he has been laying the ground- 
work for a united defense against 


Communist aggression. 

“I hope that some day the great 
German people will be lined up 
with the west,” he told reporters. 
“I believe in the freedom-loving 
quality of the German people.” 

The commander was met at the 
big Rhein main airport outside 
Frankfurt by Generals of the Big 
Three western occupation armies. 

Asked whether he believed the 
Germans should be mobilized to 
assist in the western defense plan, 
he declared there is “no place for 
actual neutrality” when civiliza- 
tions are in conflict. 

“Fighting for a Cause.” 

Eisenhower emphasized, how- 
ever, that the Germans should be 
allowed to come into the defense 
alliance of their own free will. 

“It is silly to think of trying to 
gore them in against their wishes,” 
he declared. “‘No soldier loves the 
front lines. He likes to feel he 
is fighting for a cause. No man 
in the front lines ought to feel 
he is lacking in that conviction.” 

Eisenhower said he did not ex- 
@ect to get a real sense of Ger- 
man public opinion on this trip. 

He pointed out that when he 
came to Germany before it was 
as the head of an army. 

“At this time,” he added, “I 
had deep antagonisms against 
the German Nazi regime and all 
the Nazis stood for.” 

“For my part,” he added, “by- 
gones are bygones. I bear no 
enmity against Germany and 
especially against the German 
people. No people ... want 
war, only sometimes through na- 
tional ignorance they are led 
into it.” 

Gen. Eisenhower denied he had 
criticized the Dutch Government 
for having no “heart” for partici- 
pation in western Europe’s de- 
fense. He referred to press re- 
ports of a letter he had written 
United States Ambassador Sel- 
den Chapin after a visit at The 
Hague. 

“T never said they didn’t have 
heart,” Eisenhower said. “I wrote 
a letter to him saying rather 
what more could be done. I am 
concerned with the future, not 
with the past.” 

‘Visited Patton’s Grave. 

En route here from Luxem- 
bourg, Eisenhower visited the 
grave of his old friend Gen. 
George S. Patton Jr. at Hamm 
Cemetery. 

After the press conference, Eis- 
enhower drove off to the Heidel- 
berg headquarters of the United 
States Army in Europe. 

Meanwhile, an unofficial flurry 
continued about the whole de- 
fense plan. Some papers and 
commentators had insisted there 
has been a basic change in plans 
and that it was no longer intended 
to begin with the defense of the 
Elbe river. The Elbe is the fron- 
tier line between western Ger- 
many and Soviet-occupied east 
Germany. Some observers said 
the new defense line was to be 
the Rhine river. 

Other observers felt there could 
be no controversy in the near fu- 
ture over defense lines. In his 
tour so far, Eisenhower has not 
seen a defense force that could 
hold a defensive -line any place 
at all. None of the national plans 
seemed to provide for a very sub- 
stantial fighting force before 1953. 

Until the’ main force begins to 
take shape, it will be difficult for 
Eisenhower, or any other com- 
mander, to say where he will es- 
tablish a defense line.

CITY PROPERTY TAX 
PAYMENTS $1,170,000 
AHEAD OF YEAR AGO 


Collection of 1950 real estate 
and tangible personal property 
taxes up to January 1 increased 
by $1,170,000 over the amount 
collected on 1949 levies until Jan.

pointment of the former St. 
Louisan to the United States Su- 
preme Court, which occurred Feb. 
14, 1943. 

After Justice Rutledge’s death 
on Sept. 10, 1949, the Supreme 
Court appointed Mr. Anderson 
chairman of a committee to pre- 
pare a suitable memorial service 
at a time not yet fixed. Mr. An- 
derson prepared the memorial ad- 
dress and was to have delivered 
it at the ceremony. 

A son of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
William Breckenridge Anderson, 
he was born at La Belle, Mo., 
where his father was county su- 
perintendent of schools and. a 
leading farmer in the community. 
He attended the old Smith ad- 
emy in St. Louis and received his 
law degree at the University of 
Missouri where he met his future 
wife, the former Frances Nacy of 
Jefferson City. 

They were married in 1909, 
three years after Mr. Anderson 
was admitted to the bar and be- 
gan his practice in St. Louis. 

Nonpartisan Court Worker, 


He had served as counsel for 
the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners, had been a strong 
worker for the adoption of Mis- 
souri’s. nonpartisan court plan and 
had served on various bar com- 
mittees for improvement of the 
standards of legal practice and 
professional ethics. 

In 1940 he was made an hon- 
orary member of Phi Delta Phi, 
national legal fraternity. He was 
also a member of the Noonday 
Club and Algonquin Country 
Club. ’ 

With his wife, he was active in 
civic affairs, having served on the 
Adult Education Board. Mrs. 
Anderson is a former president 
of the St. Louis League of Wom- 
en Voters and a board member 
of the national organization. 

Besides his wife and brother, 
he is survived by a sister, Mrs.

Key to Future | 
Of President 


Most of His Cronies 
Believe He Won’t 
Run in 1952.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20. 
OU can get as many “informed 
opinions” about whether 
President Truman will run 
again in 1952 as you have im- 
portant friends in the Democratic 


party 
perennially interesting 


This 
question is in the news because 
President Truman complimented 
an article in Look Magazine say- 
ing he would not run. Truman 
praised its author, Folliard, but 
declined to commit himself on 
the point at issue. 

The weight of opinion among 
the President’s personal friends, 
including a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, is that Edward T. Folliard is 
right. This decision is usually at- 
tributed to Mrs. Truman who is 
known not to like Washington 
and its way of life. Mrs. Truman’s 
mother, Mrs. Wallace, with whom 
the Trumans make their home in 
Independence, has long been ill, 
a fact which is described as in- 
fluencing her daughter. 

No Other Candidate in Sight. 

But conversely, the profession- 
al politicians declare that Tru- 
man will run again because no 
other candidate of comparable 
stature is in sight and he is far 
too loyal to the party to walk out 
on it in these distressful times. 
This group includes both people 
who are dependent upon Truman 
for their present happy situation 
and those who are wholly opposed 
to his program. 

One fact stands out. The Dem- 
ocratic National Committee is 
built around, Truman, it is 
manned by his personal friends 
and it is resolutely squeezing out 
any other possible contenders. It 
is not even admitted in these 
quarters that any other possible 
contender exists. 

This is natural and reflects 
only what is true of every in- 
cumbent President. 

A President is always in bond- 
age to his friends whose station 
in life and pleasant incomes 
would tend to disappear if the 
President retired. This is espe- 
cially true of Truman, whose 
“place guard” and principal ap- 
pointments are almost wholly a 
personal matter. They could 
hardly be expected to feel other- 
wise than that it is to the inter- 
ests of the country for him to 
continue in office. 


Prisoner of Staff. 

The President also is the pris-| 
oner of his staff. He is their sun, 
moon and stars, and they natural- 
ly long for him to shine on them 
indefinitely. To an extraordinary 
degree this is true of Truman. He 
denies admittance to his confi- 
dence and his councils of new 
ideas, new faces, fresh imagina- 
tion and lieutenants who stand 
before the country as able citi- 
zens in their own right. 

During periods of crisis the 
President spends his leisure hours 
with old cronies, taking them on 
his yacht for poker parties and 
avoiding the necessity for think- 
ing about the shape of things to 
come. 

Otherwise, he is perhaps mcre 
industrious than most. For exam- 
ple, his budget seminars show him 
better informed and more under- 
standing than his predecessor. But 
the budget consists of figures and 
facts; it does not tax the imagina- 
tion. 

Mrs. Truman, whom all agree 
is the key figure in any discussion

These prayers must be followed 
by saying of the Apostles Creed, 
once, and then the Hail Mary 
again, three times, with the invo- 
cation: “Queen of Peace, pray for 
us.” Then a single recitation’ of 
the prayer, Hail Holy Queen, is - 
required. 

' In addition, Archbishop Ritter 
recommended that the prayer 
composed by the Pope for the 
1950 Holy Year celebration in 
Rome also be recited. The in- 
dulgence itself may be gained 
more than once during the year. 

Catholics living in outstate Mis- 
souri communities such as St. 
Charles or Jefferson City, where 
only two churches are estab- 
lished, must visit each church 
twice. Those living in areas in 
which only one church exists 
must visit it four times. The 
same conditions of confession, 
Communion and prayer also must 
be met. . 

Persons in institutions any- 
where within the archdiocese may 
obtain the indulgence by four 
visits to the chapel of the par- 
ticular institution. The father 
confessor of physically handi- 
capped persons was authorized by 
the Archbishop to commute the 
condition of visitation for such 
persons.

Charles I of England was be- 
headed in 1649 because he had 
dissolved Parliament and for 11 
years assumed all power. Alex- 
ander I of Russia died in 1825 
“crushed,” in his own words, “be- 
neath the terrible burden of a 
crown.” He began his reign as 
a liberal ruler but -ended it a 
despot after entanglement in nu- 
merous wars. Both Hitler and 
Mussolini died violently after fail- 
ing in dreams of world conquest. 

Louis XIV of France, who died 
peacefully in 1715, was a high- 
handed monarch who reduced his 
ministers to puppets, drove the 
Huguenots (Protestants) from 
France, and engaged in a ruin- 
ous series of wars with England, 
Spain and Holland. 


Strikes at Critics. 


Truman used the Eighteenth 
century monarch to strike back— 
without naming persons or parties 
—at critics who, like former Pres- 
ident Herbert Hoover, say the 
United States should concentrate 
its defenses on a western hemis- 
phere “Gibraltar.” 

“When Louis XIV was trying to 
be master of all Europe,” Truman 
said, “there were men in the Par- 
liament of Great Britain who de- 
cided the best thing to do would 
be to . . . withdraw to the island 
and wait for Louis XIV to come 
and get them. Thank God they 
did not do that. . . . They met 
the situation, and freedom pre- 
vailed in the world.” 

Truman added: “And we are 
going to meet it, and freedom is 
going to prevail.” 

The President, in a conciliatory 
gesture toward Senate critics, re- 
called receiving a cartoon which 
depicted an argument in the 
Carthaginian Senate. 

One distinguished Carthaginian
